Los Angeles, Cal. l'eb. 22.--A 
new champion was horn to puglli.sni 
in the Vernon arena to day, when 
Johnny Kllbane of Cleveland, Ohio, 
decisively outfought, out gamed and 
out punchcd Abe Attell in their 
twenty-round contest, and at ilie 
elose was awarded the feather- 
weight title by Ueferee Charles iCy- 
ton. Kllbane led from start to fin- 
ish, and at no time was the result 
in doubt. The receipts amounted to 
approximately $25,000. The mon 
fought for a purse of $10,000, of 
which Attoll was to receive $0,500, 
win, lOBO or draw, and Kllbane 
$3.500. 


•BcBido they agreed lo divide 
evenly ninety per cent of the mov- 
ing picture privilege. 
Attell's speed and wonderful clev- 
erneSB were not in evidence. Kil- 
Tjano made îiim look like a novice 
In nearly every round. In only one 
round, the seventh, 
did Attell have 
a lead and that was not by auy 
means us declBlve a<i that of liil- 
bane in the remaining rounds. 
Attell brought the wrath of the 
bl^ crowd uj?eja. his- head by foul 
tactics. Repeatedly he would hold 
Kilbane's arms in a clinch and in 
the eighth, he seized Kilbane's' left 
arm /wltil botli liauds and tried to 
turn it back, in tlio third he 
"iiceled" the Cleveland lad Mhlle in 
a clinch and In nearly every suc- 
ceeding round his work called forth 
hi&ies from «tho spcctatora.

Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 22.—Two 
years ago Johnny Kllbane, the new 
featherweight champion, scaruely 
was known outside of ClevélumJ. I'« 
had been a contestant In minor 
bouts since 1905, but it was not un- 
til the lighting game opened In sev- 
eral Ohio towns In the winter of 
1910 that he really began to attract 
attention. 
First Kllbane met and ilcfesited 
tho best boys of his vicinity. Then 
importations were made fron» the 
cast and west. When Tom l^IííCíarey 
in 1910, promulgated his elimination 
contest at Los Angeles by which was 
to be decided who of the native feath- 
erweights should have the right to 
nieet Abe Attell for the champion- 
ship he was a logical entrant. Kll- 
bane decisively defeated Joe Rivers, 
I'atsy Kline and Frankle Conler. 
his closest rivals, thus earnlp/l the 
right to meet Attell in the buttle 
for the championship. 
.lohnny Kilbane was born and 
reared In Cleveland. He will be 23 
years old on April 18, He Is mar- 
ried and has a baby daughter. Marie 
Coletta. His habits are of the best. 
He Is a strict church member and 
Is devoted to his family. He Is the 
support of his blind fathpr.
